A Proclamation of conditional amnesty respecting men belonging to 
Class 1 under the Military Service Act, 1917, who have disobeyed our 
Proclamation of 13th October, 1917, or their orders to report for duty, 
or are deserters or absent without leave from the Canadian Expedi- 


tionary Force.

And it is represented that the very serious 
and unfortunate situation in which these men 
find themselves is due in many cases to the 
fact that, notwithstanding the information and

obligation, or have been misled by the advice 
of ill-disposed, disloyal or seditious persons. 


AND WHEREAS we desire, if possible, to 
avoid the infliction of the heavy penalties which 
the law imposes for the offences of which these 
soldiers have thus been guilty, and to afford 
them an opportunity within a limited time to 
report and make their services available in Our 
Canadian Expeditionary Force as is by law 
their bounden duty, and as is necessary for the 
defence of Our Dominion of Canada. 


NOW KNOW YE that we in the exercise 
of Our powers, and of Our good will and 
pleasure in that behalf, do hereby proclaim and 
declare and cause to be published and made 
known THAT THE PENALTIES OF THE 
LAW WILL NOT BE IMPOSED OR 
EXACTED as against the men who belong 
to Class 1 under Our Military Service Act, 
1917, and who have disobeyed Our Proclam- 
ation aforesaid ; or who have received notice 
from any of Our registrars or deputy registrars 
to rt for duty on a day now past and have 
fe 80 to report ; or who, having reported 
and obtained leave of absence, have failed to 
report at the expiry of their leave, or have 
become deserters from Our Expeditionary 
Force, PROVIDED THEY REPORT FOR 
DUTY ON OR BEFORE THE TWENTY 
FOURTH DAY OF AUGUST 1918.

UPON ALL SUCH MEN, and as well those 
who employ, harbour, conceal or assist them 
in their disobedience, that, if they persist in 
their failure to report, absence or desertion 
until the expiry of the last mentioned day, 
they will be pursued and punished with all the 
rigour and severity of the law, SUBJECT TO 
THE JUDGMENT OF OUR COURTS 
MARTIAL WHICH WILL BE _ CON- 
VENED TO TRY SUCH CASES or other 
competent tribunals: and also that those who 
employ, harbour, conceal or assist such men 
will be held strictly accountable as offenders 
and subject to the pains, penalties and forfei- 
tures in that behalf by law provided for their 
said offence. 


Provided however that nothing contained 
in this Our Proclamation is intended to release 
the men aforesaid from their obligation to 
report for duty as soon as possible or to grant 
them immunity from arrest or detention in the 
meantime for the purpose of compelling them 
to perform their military duty; Our intention 
being merely to forego or remit the penalties 
heretofore incurred for failure to report, 
absence without leave or desertion incurred by 
those men of the description aforesaid who 
shall be in the proper discharge of their military 
duties on or before the said twenty-fourth day 
of August, 1918. 


Of all of which Our loving subjects and all 
others whom these presents may concern are 
hereby required to take notice and govern 
themselves accordingly.

“CARRY ON” FOR THE 
VICTORY TO COME 


If one can judge correctly from 
the rb reports the Chat- 
auqua which was recently held at 
Vulcan, Lethbridge, and Nanton 
was far superior to the one held 
in Claresholm. The platform 
orators especially seem to be of 
a much higher order. Chief 
among them was Edward Trefz, 
of the U. S. Food Administration 
who, where ever he has gone has 
electrified his audiences with his 
magnificent oratory. Mr. Trefz 
opened his adress at Lethbridge 
last week with these striking 
words; 

“The United States have no 
political treaties. We are bound 
to stay in this war until the peo 
ple of Germany chang their gov- 
ernment, because we cannot deal 
with the present Imperial Ger- 
man government.” 

Mr. Trefz dwelis particularly 
on his experiences on his recent 
trip to France and England as an 
official representative of his gov- 
ernment. His story of condi- 
tions in England to-day, the sac- 
rifices of her people, particularly 
of her womanhood brought home 


realization of what the war means 
The flower of English woman- 
hood, the most beautiful girls in 
the country, are donning rubber 
garments and manning the high 
explosive ‘plants where death fac- 
es them every second. They have 
parted with their flowing hair, 
their skin in time becomes per- 
manently stained a chrome yel- 
low, due to the poisonous sulphur 
fumes, but they still press for- 
ward to sacrifice themselves for 
the sake of the boys “over there.” 
These are the woman who have 
been used to cultured and do- 
mestic life, but the spirit of the 
war enthused them. 

On the farms the women of 
Great Britain again have done 
yoeman service. Each woman 
was supposed to take the place ot 
two men at the front, but the ver- 
dict of the farmers has been that 
each of these women soldiers of 
the soil has by her work proved 
herself equal to two men. They 
have increased the crop acreage 
by 3% millions. 

How near Great Britain was to 
starving through the operation of 
the U-boats was related by Mr. 
Trefz. He was part of a dele- 
gation from the U. S. to find out 
how far the people of Britain 
were making sacrifices in this war 
What he saw was a revelation. 
The delegation made it their busi- 
ness to visit households from 
slum dewlling to lordly mansion. 
Everywhere was the same tale. 
Not enough on the table to go 
around the family. But there 
was no compliant. We on this 
continent knew nothing of the 
privations. With stiff upper lips 
the people went through their 
hardships in the spirit of“carry 
on” for the victory that was to 
come. Women of fashion were 
content to dress in the style of 
two years ago. There was choice 
of only two materials for men’s 
clothes. The same with regard 
to boots and shoes. It was a case 
of black or tan, not black and tan, 

Mr. Trefz_ sarcastically  re- 
ferred to the mode of women who 
still persistd in this continent in 
wearing high-heeled shoes, “spi- 
ral elevators” he called them, and 
in the practice of selecting the 
color of shoes that match their 
dresses. No wonder, he said, 
people clamor about high prices 
in shoes when the merchant had 
to stock to meet individual tastes, 
and took the chance of having to 
carry over the stock to the next 
season. So long as these discri- 
minate tastes were insisted on the 
price of shoes was bound to re- 
main high, 

The subject that most stirred 
the audience was the speaker’s 
personal experiences of the Ger- 
man atrocities. You may be- 


|leive anything you hear of them, 


he declared, for they are capable 
for the very worst. 
One of the incidents he related 


|was that after the German eva- 


ciation of certain Belgian towns 
After plundering 
all they could, the German sol- 


|diers scattered around in front of 


the houses something that look- 
ed like a pencil. It was nickel- 
plated and naturally attracted the 
eyes of the children. They pick-

medical aid was unavailable, and | 
others mutilated.

has done,” 


Mr. Trefz sent a thrill of hortor 
through the atidience when he re- 
lated what he saw in 1915 on the 
railroads near Metz. The de- 
yorted women of Northern 
France were made to work on the 
railways side by side with male 
criminals who were released from 
prison for this work. This was 
not sufficient to break the spirit of 
these noble women of France. 
The Germans, accordingly, when 
the day’s work was done hand- 
cuffed each woman to a criminal 
and re! were thrown together to 
spend the night on the straw in 
the barns. 

Mr. Trefz eulogized the Cana- 
dians for their magnificent work. 
He paid a noble tribute to boys 
at the famous battle of Ypres who 
after the fearsome gas attack 
without gas masks placed their 
socks and handkerchiefs over 
their faces, and with ammunition 
played out, and short of rifles, 
pulled off branches from the trees 
stormed and took possession of 
the German front line trenches 
with their fists. If Canada were 
to withdraw tomorrow she would 
have done her full share. 

Much did Mr. Trefz have to s®y 
of America’s effort in this war. 
Not, he remarked, in a spirit of 
brag but as an encouragement to 
the Canadians in sustaining their 
gallant deeds. He raised a migh- 
ty cheer when he stated that six 
hours from now America’ would 
have a force on the continent a 
few thousand over one million 


and a half men.

GRAIN TAKEN TO BRITAIN 
BY PANAMA ROUTE 


The absolute feasibility of ship- 
ping grain and flour through the 
Panama _ route to the United 
Kingdom was again demonstrat- 
ed today by a report received 
from a shipping concern which 
has just landed a large consign- 
ment of these commodities in a 
United Kingdom port. The car- 
go consisted of 54,600 bushels of 
grain, which with flour, also went 
as 1,590 tons net. It was pur- 
chased as an experiment by the 
Dominion government and ship- 
ped three months ago from Van- 
couver. After a thirty-two days’ 
voyage, which included nine days 
spent in various ports, the grain 
and flour was landed in great Bri- 


tain. None of the grain was 
damaged, .but, rather was in a 
highly satisfactory condition 


and was handled by suction elev- 
ator and landed on the British 
wharf “in the pink of condition.” 

The flour, said the report, was 
also handled in excellent shape. 

Temperature charts kept to 
show the degrees of the vessels’ 
hold as compared with the tem- 
petrature of the sea and tropical 
atmosphere showed only one or 
two degrees variation on the voy- 
age.

Belgium’s Elizabethville 


In oue of the most beautiful 
English valleys, far from devas- 
tated Belgium, there is a little 
village where once more Belgian 
homes are established, as in the 
peaceful days before the war. 
Belgian housewives delight to 
keep the home fires burning in a 
most atractive way, Belgian work 
men return as of old at the close 
of the day to their own fireside 
and Belgian children, unafraid, 
gather about the family board or 
sign and play as children should. 
The name of this little haven is 
Elizabethville, in memory of the 
dear little Queen of these exiled 
people. Just where the heart of 
Elizabethville is to be found is 
somewhat of a_ puzzle. Some 
might think it located in the great 
munition factory. Others would 
contend that the soul of Eliza- 
bethville is in its homes. To be 
sure the factory is the thing 
which gave the village its excuse 
for being. More than one and a 
half million shells have been 
made for England in this little 
town, and no one but Belgians 
are employed. They are men who 
have seen service—90 per cent. of 
them, and at least three-fourths 
have been wounded. Four hun- 
dred have been decorated for bra- 
very. 

In 1916 the weekly wage, in 
decorated for bravery. At the 
end of 1916 the weekliy wage, in 
pounds, more than doubled the 
production of shells. Today, al- 
though the wage has: been in- 
creased, the two things balance. 
The workers are under the con- 
trol of the Belgian General man- 
ager, but the building of the vil- 
lage was under the supervision 
of the ministry of munitions. 

Elizabethville is a ‘ Garden 
City”—elecric light and water are 
in each cottage and each has a lit- 
tic garden spot attached, Each 
is furnished by the ministry and 
the weekly rent pays for every- 
thing.

SUBMARINES DESTROY 
FISHING BOATS 


Strong forces of swift ngval 
patrols and destroyers speGWfto- 
day to the North Atlantic fishing 
banks, where the trawler Tri- 
umph, captured by a German 
submarine, which armed and 
manned her, is reported raiding 
fishing fleets. Naval  officiers 
here think the recapture of the 
trawler or her enforced destruc- 
tion by the German crew is a cer- 
tainty. 

The steamer trawler Triumph, 
fitted with two guns and wireless 
and manned by 16 Germans from 
the submarine which captured 
her, is raiding the fishing banks 
off the Nova Scotia coast. Crews 
of the schooners sunk by the Tri- 
umph have arrived here. 

Vessels known to have been 
sunk by the raider are the Una P. 
Sanders, of Lunnanburg; the E. 
P. Andrew, of Gloucester, Mass. ; 
and the Francis J. O’Hara, of 
Boston. 

Captain Walker Bruce, master 
the E. P. Andrew, said on his ar- 
rival that his vessel was held up 
by the Triumph yesterday. after- 
noon, and that he and his crew 
were given ten minutes to leave 


the ship. The Germans then 
sank her with bombs. 
The raider then bore down 


upon the Una P. Saunders and 
the J. O’Hara and sank them. 
The dories carrying the crews of 
three vessels reached here to-day. 

Captain Myrrhe, master of 
Triumph, who landed with Ms 
men theis morning, said he was 
informed by the captain of the 
submarine, which captured his 
vessel, that he was only one of 
six submarines operating on this 
coast. 

“We intend to destroy the fish- 
ing fleets,” the German com- 
mander stated.

Major-General Sir John 
Bradiord, consulting physician 
the British expeditionary forces in 
France, speaking on chest wounds, 
said that, deaths from that cause 
had beqiyconsiderably reduced by 
the use & new ¢6urgical methods in 
opening the chest for the removal 
of foreign matter carried into the 
body by the bullet. He described 
scveral cxperiences in the British 
army, sclecting cases for treatment, 
operation or medicine. 

Professor Theodore, who invented 
several surgical instruments for the 
treatment of ‘chest wounds, describ: 
ed the teclinique of operations used 
in the French service.

In the Prussian upper house Dr. 
Bernard Dernburg, former German 
minister of colonial affairs, argued 
that a peace was never concluded on 
the battlefield alone. Without the 
co-operation of diplomacy no peace 
could be attained, he declared, 

If Prussia, said Dr. Dernburg, is 
to maintain her leading position, 


she musf make and continue to 
make moral conquests. 
“Tam rather doubtful. whether 


she has succeeded in this,” Dr. Dern- 
burg added. There were shouts of 
contradiction at this, and the ex- 
tremist Junker, Herr Oldenburg- 
Janutchau, replied with a  flamboy- 
ant discourse on the greatness of 
the house of Hohenzollern, whose 
members, he said, “had ever educat- 
ed themselves and their people to 
fight and die for the state.” 

“Dr. Dernburg is the last man 
who ought to talk about moral con- 
quests,” he added. “Such things lead 
to banquets in honor of the Ameri- 
can Ambassador Gerard.” 

Dr. Dernburg replied: “I never 
regarded Mr. Gerard as a fit object 


for moral conquests. I did attend 
the banquct in question, but so did 
the vice chancellor and the secre- 


tary of state for foreign affairs.”

Some Facts About Alberta 


Has Approximately One Hundred 
and Sixty Million Acres 

The province of Alberta has 253,- 

540 square miles of territory, Great 

Britain and Ireland 121,377 square 

miles, France 207,220, Germany 208,- 


850 and Austria-Hungary 241,433 
square thiles. 
Alberta has approximately one 


hundred and sixty million acres, of 
which more than one hundred mil- 
lion acres are suitable for crops. At 
the present time there are only about 
eight million acres under cultivation. 
For crop raising, Alberta has an 
ideal climate, rain generally coming 
at that time of the year when most 
needed. ‘The absence of hot winds 


'beneficial to crops and cattle and al- 
so to mankind. 

The increase of dairy stock in Al- 
berta during 1917 was 82 per cent. 
over the previous year. Butter pro- 
duction has increased more than 350 
per cent. since 1909, Last year Al- 
berta’s butter production was nine 
million pounds. 

The wool clip of Alberta increased 
from 1,500,000 pounds in 1914 to 
2,086,000 pounds in 1917. 

Alberta's ten-year average yield of 
wheat per acre is twenty-two and a 
half bushels, and of oats forty-two 
bushels. In 1915 the average yields 
of these grains were 32.67 and 56,35 
bushels per acre, respectively. 


False Reports 
Restrict Tourist Traffic 


American Visitors May Travel Free- 
ly in Canada Without any 
Interference 
The volume of tourist traffic from 
the United States this year has been 
considerably lessened by misleading 
press dispatches appearing in Amer- 


ican and Canadian papers regarding 
the Canadian registration act. It 
was unwarrantably stated that vis- 


itors to Canada from the United 
States would be compelled to regis- 
ter at a post office before they could 
jsecure acccommodation at a_ hotel, 
that passports were absolutely ne- 
cessary, and more recently the ab- 
surd rumor was widely circulated 
that wojnen from the United States 
would not be allowed to return home. 
This latter ridiculous report is speci- 


fically denied by Mr. W. D. Scott, | 
sup 


rintendent of immigration, who 
officially designated it as “absolutely 
without any foundation in fact.” 
Senator Gideon Robertson, a mem- 
ber of the Dominion cabinet,- and 
chairman of the registration board, 
is equally positive in his denials ot 
the other mischievous reports, The 
actual facts are, according to the 
official statement of the resignation 
board, that the registmtion act 
applies only to people permanently 
resident in Canada and does not 
affect even remotely arf}one living 
in the United States; that no regis- 
tration at a post 
and that no passports are required, 
The possession of papers showing 
the holders to be American citizens 
is all that is necessary to cross into 
Canada. At the international bound- 
ary line the holders of these papers 
are given an identification card by 
the Canadian immigration officials, 
which enables the visitors to travel 
freely where they wish without any 
interference on the part of Cana- 
dian officials. ‘

Long admired by — short-sighted 
Americans as the acine of efficiency 
and thoroughness in elementary edu- 
cation, the German yolkschule— 
the school for the children of the 
working classes—has actually been 
for the 100 years of its existence lit- 
tle better than a nursery for slaves 
of autocracy, Some of the methods 
by which it has approached its aim 
of stultifying the thinking functions 
of the average citizens are described 
in a recent article in the School Re- 
view. 

The volkschule, according to Mr. 
McConaughy, “has the frank aim of 
accomplishing the spiritual and intel- 
lectual slavery of its pupils. 

“The subjects which have been 
most useful in making puppets of the 
students are history and_ religion. 
The first is exclusively German, a 
glorification of Geraian successes and 
an absolutely untruthful treatment 
of the history and purposes of all 
other countries. In Germany history 
has been prostituted and made to 
serve the military aims of the state. 
The teaching of religion is a mere 
form without any attempt to touch

“The elementary teacher in Ger- 
many is a drillmaster who maintains 
military discipline in his school, 
striving to subjugaie instead of to 
jeducate the pupils, resorting to cor- 
poral punishment for the slightest 
reasons, ‘The method which he pur- 
sucs is to lecture to the pupils, re- 
quiring them to repeat, usually ver- 
batim, what he has explained.

War Garden Bulletin 


The Home Storage of Vegetables for 
Winter Use 


As a war-time measure no form of 
food conservation is more important 
than the home storage of vegetables 
for winter use. The war 
should not put off making his stor- 
age preparations. Included in the list 
of vegetables to be stored are pota- 
toes, bects, carrots, parsnips, onions, 
celery, cabbage, cauliflower, brussels 
sprouts, winter squash, turnips and 
beans. . 5! 

Good results depend largely upon 
ventilation, the regulation of temper- 
ature, sufficient moisture, and the 
quality of the vegetables stored. For 
some vegetables the pantry shelf or 
the attic are satisfactory places of 
storage. For others outdoor ‘storage 
is preferable. 

In some places several neighbor- 
ing families form community clubs 
to provide storage facilities. In this 
way complete provision is made for 
handling winter supplies at slight 
trouble and expense to the individual 
household. Several families might 
houschold. Several families might get 
lars, or they might share in the use 
of an available building conveniently 
located, in which large quantities of 
vegetables might be stored.

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The Meaning of " 
Wilson’s Meaning 


“The Past and the Present are in 
Deadly Grapple 


We hope General Ludendorff and 


ardener/his master, we hope every German 


intelligent enough, to understand the 
president’s meaning, ~ will read and 
soberly consider this Mount Vernon 
address. It is the handwriting upon 
the wall for all of them, “There can 
be but one issue. The settlement 
must be final. There can be no com- 
promise, no half-way decision would 
be tolerable. No half-way decision is 
conceivable.” No compromise is 
possible when “the past and the pres- 
ent are in deadly grapple.” Com- 
promise is surrender, it is defeat, and 
the enemy is ruthless. Let the Ger- 
man war party, from the kaiser down 
to the dullest Junker, weigh well this 
first of the four declarations of war 
aims made by the president: 

“The destruction of every arbit- 
rary power anywhere that can sep- 
arately, secretly, or of its single 
choice disturb the peace of the world; 
or if it cannot be perfectly destroyed, 


at least its reduction to virtual im- 
potence.” 
That means Germany and Ger- 


many alone. It means that if the 
German people will not in time put 
away their delusions and sect their 
foot upon the necks of their mad 
masters, then Germany must be de- 
stroyed or brought so ncar to de- 
struction that she will no longer be 
a power for evil. It is worth while 
for any sane people to take heed of 
so terrible an admonition, spoken by 
the authoritative voice of a score of 
nations that have the power to exe- 
cute the threat—From the New 
York Times. 


Where Surplus Wheat Is 


Plenty of Wheat to Go Round if 
Ships Were Available 


There is little reason to fear that 
the German submarines will accom- 
plish their purpose of starving the 
allied nations into submission, but it 
is only necessary to take an inven- 
tory of the world’s stock of wheat 
in order to realize that there are rea- 
sons for charging the under-water 
boats with the necessity for consid- 
erable tightening of belts. As these 
lines are written, there is in the 
United States only 20,000,000 bushels 
of wheat to supply the normal re- 
quirements of 100,0000,000 bushels 
until flour from the new crop. is 
available.

India 
has 120,000,000 bushels stored for 
export, of which 70,000,000 bushels 
was carried over from last year. 
Argentina has 146,000,000 bushels 
surplus, of which 11,000,000 is ‘old 
wheat. 

So it is not a problem of wheat al- 
together; in fact, it is not a wheat 
problem at all, considered oh a world 
basis. If we had sufficient shipping 
to transport this wheat, there would 
be plenty for everybody.

Losing Good Wheat 


A Great Waste of Grain at Thresh- 
ing Time 

In a letter to the Drovers’ Journal, 

M. J. O'Neill of Kalamazoo county, 

Michigan, calls attention to .the 


waste of grain at threshing time. He 
says: 


“T read your editorial about sal- 
vaging binder twine. There is an~ 
other serious loss in connection with 
the grain crop. It is the grain which 
goes into the straw stack when 
threshing with blowers. Most ma- 


chines have them, If you want to 
know how big this loss is go out 
under the blower some time and sce 
if you don’t think you are in a hail- 
storm.” 

The amount of grain blown over 
every year is worth thinking about. 
It is well known that the amount 
varies and some loss is unavoidable. 
The loss is largest in old, wornout 
threshing machines, or poorly oper- | 
ated machines, when the grain is 
fed through the machine unevenly} 
and too rapidly, and when grain is 
light in weight or in damp or bad 
condition, 

These conditions can be partially 
controlled. The use of threshing ma- 
chines owned by a ring of farmers 
results in better separation of the 
grain and straw since the work is not 
so likely to be rushed. It is done with 
the idea of doing it well rather than

Scheme in Africa 


Strategic Positions for Exercising 
World Power 


Jan Christian Smuts, commanders 
in-chief of the British forces in East 
Africa, has an important article in 
the July Century, in the course of 
which he discusses the menace of 
German colonial ambition, As a mats 
ter of fact, he declares: 

“German colonial aims are really 
not colonial, but are entirely domin- 


ated by far-reaching conceptions of 
world politics. Not colonies, but mile 
itary power and strategic positions 
for exercising world power in future 
are her real aims. Her ultimate ob#* 
jective in Africa is the establishment 
of a great central African empire, 
comprising not only her colonies be- 
fore the war, but also all the Eng- 
lish, French, Belgian, and Portuguese 
possessions south of the Saraha and 
Lake Chad and north of the Zam- 
besi river in South Africa, 
“Towards this objective she was 
steadily marching even before the 
war broke out,e and she claims the 
return of her lost African colonies 
at the end of the war as a starting 
point from which to resume the in- 
terrupted march, Or, rather, as ap- 
pears from Count Hertling’s recent 
pronouncement, she claims a_ reallo- 
cation of the world’s colonies, so that 
she may have a share commensurate 
with her world position. This Central 
African block, the maps of which are 
now in course of preparation and 
printing at the colonial office in Ber- 
lin, is intended in the first place to 
supply the economic requirements 
and raw materials of German indus- 
try; in the second and far more im- 
portant place, to become the re- 
cruiting ground for vast native arm- 
which has 
been demonstrated in the tropical 
campaigns of this war, and especially 
in East Africa; while the natural har-

oceans will supply the naval and sub- 
marine bases from which both ocean 
routes will be dominated and British 
and American sea power will be 
brought to naught. The native arm- 
ies will be useful in the next great 
war, to which the German general 
staff is already devoting serious at-
